Talk Continues of Levy 


on Inheritance and 


on Gifts 


WASHINGTON — (ff) 
— President 


Roosevelt and Secretary Morgenthau, 
indirectly, gave new impetus Friday 
to talk of what is termed a fresh dis- 
tribution of wealth through stiff gift 
and inheritance taxes. 


The president said at his press con- 


ference he hoped to give the people 
"greater distribution, 
not 
only of 


walth in the narrow terms, but of 
wealth in the wider terms." There 
have been two recent 
conferences 


with congrssional tax leaders, at which 
he was reported to have referred to 
inheritance taxes as one method of 
redistributing income. 


Possible Procedure 


II was said this might be the pro- 


cedure followed if the president made 
up his mind to ask 
for 
the new 


taxes: 


Let the house approve a resolution 


extending 
$416,000,000 
in 
nuisance 


taxes which expire 
June 30. Then 


make a survey of sentiment in thc 
senate and determine the chances of 
i.clding the inheritance and gift taxes 
there. If chances are good, put them 
on there and send them back to the 
house, where leaders believe accept- 
ance would be assured. 


Talk centered chiefly about thc pro- 


pi-sal advanced by Secretary Morgen- 
thau as a means of financing bonus 
payment.

At present, gift taxes range on a 


graduated scale from 3.| of one per 
cent on gifts under §10.000 to 45 per 
L-cnt cf sif's over JIO.000,000 within 
une year. There are no federal in- 
heritance taxes. Morgenthau suggest- 
ed application of income tax rates to 
bcth gifts anil inheritances.

Of course, there are ways to prove 'olm? matrons to emulate well-to-do 


whether distress after eating is due to 
food sensitivity or some other cause. 


In the first place, distress after eat- 


ing when due to food sensitivity comes 
on suddenly and leaves suddenly. You 
probably will be able to tel that the 
attack is associated wilth the food that 
has just been eaten. 


It is fairly simple to try out this 


kind of sensiticity by beginning with 
a few substances and gradually add- 
ing new ones, one at a time until an 
attack is provoked. 'Such tests prove 
"that it is not the amount of food, nor 
;the time or manner of eating, which 
brings on the disturbance, but that it 
is a specific food substance. 


For example, you may become se- 


verely sick from a single spoonful of 
one food substance, and yet will be 
able to eat 20 times the amount of 
another food substance without hav- 
ing a symptom. 


Of course, the attack may be due 


not only to the original food itself, 
but to certain products that are form- 
ed when the food is acted on by the 
acids of the stomach or by the diges- 
tive juices. Naturally the condition 
can be overcome by avoiding those 
foods to which you are sensitive, but 
it is necessary to find out exactly 
•what foods are concerned. 


If, for instance, you find yourself 


sensitive to wheat, you may substi- 
tute rye, but you must be certain that 
the rye bread you purchase is not a 
mixture of rye and wheat; and if you 
buy buckwheat, you must be certain 
that it is all buckwheat.

cotton since 1929.

till," said Cobb, "because they had

anticipation of a price rise, and they 
continued to stay out because they 
had been told that our cotton adjust- 
ment program would fail, and that 
mi abundance of cheap American cot- 
ton would be released again."

There 
may be some slight room for improve- 
ment in the clashes and hurdles. Each 
improvement may cut off a tenth of a 
second. Since an athlete practically 
broad jumps the 
hurdles. 
Snyder 


points out that Owens has the perfect 
combination. 


In explaining why he believes he 


can better the 100-yard standard of 
9.4, Owens reveals that he was wor- 
ried about his right leg just prior to 
his ama7ins performance in the West- 
ern Conference meet in which he es- 
tablished new world marks by broad 
jumping 2B fet 8'/i inches, negotiating 
the 220 in 20.3 seconds, and the iow 
hurdles in 22.G, and lied the century 
figure.

If Owens cracks the 100-yard mark 


he is quite likely to do it over the 
hallowed and lightning-fast cinders of 
the Olympic Stadium in Los Angeles 
or at the Edwards Track Stadium of 
the University of California at Berk- 
eley, where the composition" of the 
strips is conducive to blazing speed. 


Owens will appear in the Olmyplc 


Stadium, where so many records were 
shuttered In 1932, on June 15, when 
Southern California and Ohio State, 
two of the finest track and field teams 
in the universe, collide in a dual meet. 


Southern California has sprinters 


capable of urging Owens, but com- 
petition will be much more robust in 
the; National Intercollegiate meet at 
Berkeley on June 21 and 22. There

Owens, a sophomore in college, is 


21, and stands 5 feet 11 inches. The 
bulk of the power in his 158-pound 
body is stiuated in the lower part of 
his legs.

Fail-mount junior high school, which 
are the sidewalks of East 107th street 
in Cleveland. He broke all the high

Owens' family is poor. Jesse helps to 
support 12 persons with what little he 
makes as a page in the Ohio House of 
Representatives. His father, Cleveland 
Owens, a former Alabama cotton pick- 
er, has just obtained work in Cleve- 
land after having been idle1 for two 
months.
